An Ordinance to repeal the Saurashtra (Abolition of Local Sea 
Customs Duties and Imposition of) .Port Development 
Levy Ordinance, 1949. 

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
Immediate action; 

Now, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to pro- 
mulgate the following Ordinance: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) This Ordinance may be 
called the Saurashtra (Abolition of Local Sea Customs Duties and 
Imposition of) Port Development Levy Repealing Ordinance, 1952. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of 
April, 1952. 
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2. Repeal of Saurashtra Ordinance LXXXm of 1949.— The 
Saurashtra (Abolition of Local Sea Customs Duties and Imposition 
of) Port Development Levy Ordinance, 1949, is hereby repealed: 

Provided that section 6 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 
1897), shall apply in relation to such repeal as if the said Ordinance 
had been an enactment.
